The amendment to the specification filed on 18 August 2004 does not comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121(c) because it 
does not unambiguously identify the location to replace the paragraphs with the replacement paragraphs and does not properly 
indicate each of the changes made relative to the previous version of the paragraph. Amendments to the specification filed on or after 
July 30, 2003 must comply with 37 CFR 1.121(c) which states: 

(b) Specification . Amendments to the specification, other than the claims, computer listings (§ 1 .96) and sequence listings ( § 
1.825), must be made by adding, deleting or replacing a paragraph, by replacing a section, or by a substitute specification, in the 
manner specified in this section. 

(1) Amendment to delete, replace, or add a paragraph . Amendments to the specification, including amendment to a section 
heading or the title of the invention which are considered for amendment purposes to be an amendment of a paragraph, must be made 
by submitting; 

(i) An instruction, which unambiguously identifies the location, to delete one or more paragraphs of the specification, replace a 
paragraph with one or more replacement paragraphs, or add one or more paragraphs; 

(ii) The full text of any replacement paragraph with markings to show all the changes relative to the previous version of the 
paragraph. The text of any added subject matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be 
shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must beshown by being placed within double brackets if 
strike through cannot be easily perceived; 

The amendment directs entry at specific paragraph numbers (e.g., paragraph [0083]) based on the paragraph numbering that 
was added in publication, which paragraph numbers do not appear in the originally filed specification. Because the PG-Publication is 
not part of the disclosure and because the number or order of paragraphs in an application can change over prosecution, reference to 
paragraph numbers in a PG-Publication does not unambiguously indicate where paragraphs should be inserted in the actual 
specification. Furthermore, the amendment contains the insertion of paragraph numbers at the beginning of each amended paragraph, 
which are not properly indicated as newly added. Therefore, the amendment does not comply with the requirements of Rule 1.121.
